At tbe recent meeting of the Kanka- 
kee County (111.) I'ure Bred Cattle 
r.reedors' association visitors were 
given au opi>ortuiiity of compariiiK the 
benelit of the so called dry feeding 
over tli.'it of pasture for cattta^ lajs 
the Orange Judd i'iiniier. 

-M. \Vil;;ht of Maiiteno exhibited 
two ^icrils, one which hiid been raised 
on blue Mra:>.s piistiire aTier tiiey wcro 
largo enough and aiiotluT w lii< li had 
been feU on sllni^e, alfalfa, luiy luiU 
cotton seed and which had never run 
on imsture in their livei. At tl.'c age of 
twenty-two months llie herd of eleven 
cattle which had been dry fed aver- 
aged 1,-I"0 pounds eat h, and at thu 
same ase the herd of i attle w lii> li had 
run on good blue j^ia^s liastiire aver- 
aged a little less than l.Piu luiiinds each. 

The following Is the diet of tlie calf 
until he Is larie enough to eat the dry 
feed: One pmiiid of re<l die; Hour, ono 
pound ot soliilik' bliKjtl tlcmr. one |H>und 
of jjround liuuilny ^iical and one |>ouud 
of linseed m.'al mixed tn^ctlu'r in oue 
gallon of water for oiie feiil.
